References 1 and 2 disclose a method of manufacturing a polarization 
maintaining optical fiber coupler comprising the steps of: fixing stress applying section 
positions of two polarization maintaining optical fibers; and fusing and elongating a part 
of said two polarization maintaining optical fibers. 

Reference 3 discloses an optical fiber coupler manufactured by fusing and 
elongating a part of a plurality of polarization maintaining optical fibers in a state fixing 
the fiber main axes. In said polarization maintaining optical fibers, the refractive index 
reference of the stress applying sections matches the refractive index reference of 
cladding. 

Reference 4 relates to vehicle occupant crash protection.
